The leſſer 
creſted Grebe, the black and duſky Grebe, and the 
little Grebe, are alfo inhabitants of the fens; toge- 
ther with Coots, Water-hens, ſpotted Warer-hens, 
Water-rails, Ruffs, Redſhanks, Lapwings or Wipes, 
Red-breafſted Godwits and Whimbrels. The God- 
wits breed near Waſbenbrough; the Whimbrels onl/ 
appear for about a fortnight in May near Spalding, 
and then quit the country.
